5. Place the base of the tree in a 
container of water. 

6. If a radiator is near the tree, 
shut it off. 

7. Do not use cotton or paper de-

8. Do not place electric toys, such 
as trains, around the tree, 

9. Do not use candles. Use elec- 
tri¢ lights instead. 

10. Make sure wires are not frayed. 

Choose lighting sets bearing mark- 
ing which indicates listings by the 
Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc, 

11. Do not plug or unplug the 
lights beneath the tree. 

12. Do not leave tree lights burn- 
ing when no one is in the house, 

13, If needles near the lights turn 
brown, change the location of the 
lights.

The Veterans Administration 
Hospital, Bedford, is extending jts 
Foster Care Program into this area. 
Homes are wanted for the rehabil- 
itation of patients who are now 
capable of taking some part in 
community life. 

Bedford is the largest VA’ Hospi- 
tal in New England devoted ex- 
clusively to neuropsychiatric care.

home to which they can return.

Many are veterans of the first 
World War and some have been 
hospitalized for as long as 20 years. 

The Foster Care Program has 
been bonigpreiee: hay by State 
Hospitals throughout the country. 
It has also been used for the past 
two years by the Bedford VA Hos- 
pital in other surrounding com- 
munities. This program has enabled 
many veterans to enjoy the exper- 
ience of family life. No patient is 
placed in a foster care home who 
suffers from a mental disorder 
which might manifest itself in vio- 
lent behavior. 

These patients are capable of 
paying for their board and room. 
The amount per week will be ar- 
ranged by the hospital after a dis- 
cussion with the prospective care- 
taker and will be based on the 
veteran's income. The social work- 
er from the hospital acts as con- 
sultant to both the patient and the 
caretaker during the patient's entire 
stay in the foster care home through 
regular visits. All patients will re- 
ceive periodic examinations by the 
»medical staff of the hospital. These 
patients do not require nursing care 
but a moderate amount of super- 
ision will be necessary. 

‘Any family interested in helping 
a veteran in this way may contact 
the Sociaj Service Department of 
the VA Hospital, Bedford, either 
by letter or telephone, Lexington 
12-2100, extension 22, An appoii 
ment will be made for the “social 
worker to call on the: family and 
explain details of the plan more 
fully. 

In the interview with the social 
worker the family may express its 
preference for either a male or fe- 
| male patient. No placement is made 
unlessyarrangements are mutually 
satisfactory to both the patient and 
caretaker. The family wil] be ex-, 
| pected to provide meals, laundry 
and a room for the patient's own 
use,

HEALTH FOR ALL 
Safeguarding Sight 

The eyes are delicate and com- 
plex, but hard-working organs of 
the body which can serve us well 
throughout life if we give them a 
little care, 

Care of the eyes should begin 
carly in life. The child who gets 
regular physical examinati in- 
cluding checkup on 

the best chance of hay 
sible eye defects detected early. 
Parents should be on ‘the alert for 
anv signs of slight intperfections 
in a child. Crossed eyes, continual 
uinting, chronically red or water- 
ing eyes, blinking or scowling, mean

Ideally, every child should have 
a complete physical checkup which 
includes thorough eye examination 
before he starts his school life.

RAFFI AND SWANSON 

Howard Woolaver, of the Board 
of Appeals presided over:a hear- 
ing-in the Town Hall, in’ which 
Raffi and Swanson presented their 
appeal to build in Wilmington, The 
hearing was opened by Mr, Cav- 
iche, Chief Engineer of Raffi and 
Swanson, whp described the prop. 
ed plant. He described the build 
ings as neat, fireproof construction, 
and with the approval of the under- 
writers. 

TM Cushing then spoke. He stat- 
ed that the Chief of the.Wilmington 
Fire reed had inspected Raf- 
fi and Swanson’s plant in Chelsea, 
and had approved the installations, 


from a fire safety point of view.| 


The Building Inspector, too, had ap- 
proved these proposed plans, the 
TM stated. The TM stated that he 
had checked with an independent 
expert, John W. Gaines, of J. W. 
Bolton & Sons Inc., of Lawrence, 
and that this expert ‘substantiated 
the report of the Monsanto Com- 
pany, that nitro-cellulose is not an 
explosive. 

Kenneth Lyons, Chairman of the 
Selectmen, stated that the Select- 
men had approved this industry, 
based on reports of the Town Man- 
pach, Town Counsel and Mr. Law- 
er. 

Monot Anderson, of Lowell St., 
testified that he had inspected the 
R & S plant, and that he found no 
odors. 

Mrs, Wavie Drew, also testified 
to the lack of odors at R & S in 
Chelsea. 

Selectman Lawler spoke in favor 
of the proposal. He cited the town’s 
meed of Tax money, and said that 
a Million Dollars of Tax Money 
from industrial plants was better 
than the same sum from homes.
